The stormy weather of the past few | 
days is no doubt a surprise to many 
of ‘our new settlers, who-bave been 
basking in the sunshine. of short win- 
ter days in January and February, and 
naturally looked for bare ground car]y 
in March. Tt®aveuld have been quiie 
in the usual course Of@vepis if March 
had follgwed witb as fine. weather .as 
January and February, but it is-for- 
tunate that it did not do so, A too 
exrly disappearance of the snow isthe 
greatest drawback io successan 1arm- 
ing operations -in\therfur west. When 
the snow ldaves éarly, there ‘general 
ly follows a long spell of cool, dry; 
breezy weather, very pleasant and werg 
suitable for outdoor work, but *~ ‘noi 
causing any growch. Not until the 
rains of summer begin to fall in May 
or June, does the growth of planted 
erops properly commence. The short- 
er the space between the teaving of the 
snow and the beginning of ihe rain 
the shorter time the seed will Tie in 
the ground before sprouiing and grow- 
ing, the less risk it will run and che 
better the growth will be. From the 
general appearance oi: the past winter 
the chances were that the snew would 
Jeaye exceedingly early. The change o. 
weather and the abundani snowfall of 
the past few days has rendered it more 
likely the snow, will remain at least 
uniil the end of March, This will go 
iar toward ensuring an early siari oi 
the growing cnop; and in crep grow- 
ing, as in everything else ii is Lhe early 
start - which makes the best finish. Thx 
conditious here are somewhac. disfer- 
ent s¥6m-those which prevail in the 
easter'y pare of the “Wheat ‘Belt,’
